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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Oble€tlon$ 

1. Claims 1, 5 and 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: [formula 1]- 
[formula 4] and [formula 91 as far as the Examiner can tell, are inconsistent, in terms of 
labeling, with [Chemical formula lOHChemical formula 18] in the specification. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Releetlom - MS U$C§ 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.G 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more daims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 4 stands rejected under 35 U.S.G 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

A) The recited "constituent monomers ..... comprise polyvinyl alcohol" per claim 4 
constitutes indefinite subject matter as per it not being readily ascertainable as to how the 
recited "polyvinyl alcohol" further limits the antecedently recited "constituent monomer*". 

Allowable Sublet* Matter 

4. Claims 1-5 and 8 are deemed allowable. Claims 1, 4, 5 & 8 would be allowable if 
rewritten and/or amended so as to overcome the 112, 2 nd paragraph issue (4) and Claim 
Objections (1, 5 & 8) as set forth in this Office Action. 

Reipeme te Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 10/28/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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Relative to the Rejection off claim 4 under 35 UIC 111, 2 nd paragraph and the 

Claim Objection (1, 5 A 8) While Counsel, in a good faith effort, attempted to remedy 

the 113, 2 nd paragraph issues and Claim Objections, a 112, 2 nd paragraph issue and Claim 
Objection remains and is as set forth supra. 

Relative to the Refection of claims 6 and 7 under 15 UIC 102 (b)/103 (a) over 

Kofaiuma et al (11$ 5,466/853), cancellation of these claims have rendered the rejection 

moot. This rejection has been withdrawn.
